On YOUR 
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POLITICS AND KOREA 
INFORMED OF POLITICAL develop­ 
ments at home and asked for their reac­ 
tion, American boys in Korea usually re­ 
spond: “So what? There’s a war going on 
over here.” 
And so there is, with the United States 
bearing the brunt. American casualties 
have totaled more than 107,000, compared 
to 9,000 for otner United Nations members 
having forces in action. The South Koreans, 
of course, have suffered heavily, with cas­ 
ualties in killed, wounded and missing es­ 
timated at 300,000. The enemy has lost an 
estimated 1.6 million. 
It is a bloody war with more than 2 mil­ 
lion dead, wounded or missing in military 
action. The Korean people have endured as 
much as any civilian population ever did in 
death and privation. 
Meantime, the negotiations to brirsK the 
fighting to an end drag along with a mock­ 
ery of bickering over small details. The 
negotiations were touted originally as a 
move on the part of the enemy to surren­ 
der, but it soon became apparent that such 
was not the case. By negotiating, the Com­ 
munists are buying time to prepare for fur­ 
ther deviltry in Korea or elsewhere. 
The political situation in the U n i t e d 
States has not produced a plan to give this 
country the initiative. If American lorces 
in Korea had a choice between a long war 
and a quick decision so they could resume 
their civilian lives, they would react en­ 
thusiastically to political 
maneuvering 
here at home.

Two 
theories 
appear concerning the

1. That the Republicans cannot elect a 
President without the aid of Democrats or 
“independent’’ voters* Therefore, the ac- 
tivity of Democrats, wherever lawful, in 
Rf publican primaries foretells the election 
of the Republican candidate who can at­ 
tract to himself Democratic voters; 
2. That the Democrats have devised a 
means for nullifying the Republican pri­ 
maries, so that the Republican candidate 
is chosen not by his partisans but by those 
who seek his defeat on election day. 
Theory No. I represents the Eisenhower 
position; theory No. 2, the Taft position. 
Across both runs the disclosure of Sam 
Rosenman that Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Wendell Willkie were developing plans for 
a coalition party under their apparent joint 
leadership. It could only be apparent, not 
real, because as Roosevelt was actually in 
the White House, he would be the top man 
rn such an arrangement and the Willkie 
Republicans would necessarily have been 
absorbed by the Roosevelt New Dealers. It 
was a plan for the obliteration of the Re­ 
publican Party. 
Again, it must be borne in mind that the 
original Eisenhower supporters planned 
for him to be nominated by both the Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican parties. General 
Eisenhower is reported to have told Gen­ 
eral MacArthur in Tokyo that he expected 
to be nominated by both parties. At that 
time, the principal manager of General 
Eisenhower’s boom was George A l l e n . 
Democrat and associate of Harry Truman. 
The plan seems to have been a continua­ 
tion of the Roosevelt-Willkie scheme f o r 
the capture of the Republican Party by the 
Democrats by infiltration and absorption. 
Further, in the development of this plan 
is the enervating slogan: “Taft is the best 
man, but he cannot win.” As the Republi­ 
cans have not won an election since 1932, 
this slogan, widespread and continuous in 
its use, has frightened many Republicans 
who would prefer to win under any circum* I 
stances. The slogan has encouraged many I 
Republicans to believe or hope that if they 
had a candidate for whom Democrats 
would vote, they could win at long last. 
Even if the Presidential candidate were 
not quite a partisan, the Senate and House 
would become Republican as the result of 
a landslide. 
The direction of these movements is to­ 
ward a one-party system such as Mussolini 
developed in Italy, Hitler in Germany, and 
such as now exists in each of the Soviet 
countries. There is nothing sacrosanct 
about the two party system, except that it 
actually serves the people better than the 
multi-party arrangement, such as exists in 
France where governments topple o v e r - 
ni ght, or the one-partv system which en­ 
slaves the whole people to a self-perpetuat­ 
ing elite.

Plastic Replacement of Bone 
Aids Fractured Hip in Aged

HARDLY a day passes but that 
new discoveries helpful to people 
of all ages are being brought 
forth. For example, plastics are 
now helping older people recover 
from fractured hips which were 
formerly a serious problem. 
Any fracture is usually more 
serious in an older person, for his 
bones and tissues do not mend aa 
quickly or as well as those of the 
youth, Tills dim ult? is multiplied 
when the broken bone is as large 
and important as the hip Joint. 
Enforced Inactivity 
A further danger comes from 
the enforced inactivity from this 
kind of bree ic. The old method of 
setting a break and rutting it in 
a cast meant that the person had 
to He in be<i for a long period of 
tim* - -as long as a year when the 
healing was slow. 
An older person, cannot stand 
this inactivity a * well as a young 
person, and may develop many 
complication; such as pneumonia 
and blood Clots rn the veins of the 
lens. Clots arr especially danger­ 
ous as they may work loose and 
travel to the heart or brain. 
Modern orthopedic surgeons 
did much to overcome these dan­ 
gers when they learned to set 
broken hips with pins and nails. 


Many older people who wotsld not 
have survived a broken hip were 
walking again soon after surgery. 
Serious Problem Remained 
A fractured head of a thigh 
bone remained a scri< uh problem, 
however, even with pins. Many 
times, ah* r pinning, the head of 
the birne would die and doom the 
person to became a permanent 
cripple. 
A plastic bone replacement can 
now bo used in this complication. 
The head of the thigh bone 
(femur) is removed and a plasma 
head Inserted in its place. With 
this type of operation, an aged 
perron can w ilk within three 
weeks of the time of the fracture. 
Thus, orthopedic surgeons and 
modi rn che mists have worked to­ 
gether to overcome a dangerous 
threat to older people, and have 
I actually lengthened their lives. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D W.: I have been told that I 
I have fibroid tumors of the womb. 
lls there any way in which I can 
I have this condition cured except 
j by surgery? 
Answer: Vsually, the best treat­ 
ment for fibroid tumors is their 
surgical removal. However, cer- 
tain casts can be helped by ra­ 
dium or X-ray treatments.

attribute to

ist irs, and so for our purposes, 
we ll consider heredity only as that 
star that throws light on the phy­ 
sical qualities of the child. 
Work­ 


ing from that 
premise, 
we ll as­ 
sum e that all children are born in 
a neutral state, neither good or 
bad, but ra th e r comparing it to a 
blank film on a c am e ra. This c a m ­ 
era is pointed toward the heavens, 
and when the lever is tripped, the 
film will record the brightest of 
these constellations. Whether 1he 
film will com e out as a beautiful 
picture, a mediocre snapshot, or a 
blob of violent color depends on the 
focusing of the ca m e ra 
You, 
as 
parents, have a double responsibil­ 
ity. Firsts it is our task to focus 
the c a m e ra so that the picture will 
be a beautiful one. and 
secondly 
that the brightest constellation will 
be recorded on that film 


The exposure of that film starts 
with the 
first 
breath 
the 
baby 
draws, and the formation of that 
picture goes on through the years. 


As we look at the 
heavens 
we 
see two stars that are far brighter 
than the rest, they 
represent 
the 
mother and father 
Happily 
the 
majority 
of 
new 
babies are wanted 
and 
loved 
If 
the new baby senses from the first 
that it is loved all other factors, 
such as health and feeding being 
normal, it will be a happy 
baby. 
Doctors have finally realized that 
babies should not be disciplined to 
eating at three or four hour inter­ 
vals, but now say we should feed 
them when they are hungry 
An important thing is to rem e m 
ber from the first that the child is 
an individual personality with likes 
and dislikes and treat it as such. 
That doesn’t m e an that we’re to 
go wild and let the youngster run 
the household. Thus we 
come 
to 
what should be one of the brightest 
rays of light from 
the 
parents, 
common sense. We can read all the 
hooks there are on 
rearing 
chil 
dren, listen to a lot of speak* i s. and 
take a lot of courses, but if we 
don't have and use that intangible 
thing called com m on sense, it is 
all to no avail. 
The child as an individual 
has 
certain rights. It has the right to 
he loved, the right to be cared for

THE UNIVERSITY replied “ we 
do not contend that our record in 
this affair is above criticism, but 
in establishing an athletics pro­ 
gram we affirm that we shall be 
answerable to the people of Ken­ 
tucky, the NCAA and to our region- 
associations and that our poli- 
s will not be dictated by Judge 
Streit.” 
The school hit at the New York 
angle of the cage scandal which 
spread to eight schools and 30 odd 
players.

A shortage of men qualified to 
train others in agriculture threat- 
•na that industry in Ohio and may 
fro w more acute during the next 
IO years, an educator said today. 
Vocational 
agriculture, 
t h e 
teaching of agriculture in 
high 
schools, is immediately threaten­ 
ed, according to Ralph J. Woodin 
of Ohio State University. 
As time goes on. tho agricultural 
extension s n vice, Soil Conservation 
Service and the field* of farm man 
agement and industry also will feel 
the shortage. 
One reason educators fear 
the 
shortage may become 
more 
se­ 
rious during the taxi IO years is I 
that a factor producing it is the 
depression of tho 30 s 
"Our 
stu­ 
dents today . re from the crop of 
depression babies, born from about 
1930 to ’40," Woodin said. 
Fewer children were born then - 
so fewer students are coming to 
college now. Present 
demand by 
armed forces also is reducing num ­ 
bers of trained men. Many college 
men have earned commissions as 
reserve officers in college 
T h e y 
must serve before they can teach 
agriculture. At high school ago. 
many boys probably decide to stay 
out of college because they face 
military service 
• • • 
FACTORIES ALSO are com pet­ 
ing 
for 
college-age 
farm 
boys. 
Woodin said many factory jobs pay 
as much to freshman-aged boys as 
graduates can earn as teachers. I 
There also are so many openings 
for trained men, especially if they 
have 
experience, 
that 
teachers’ 
salaries can not compete. 
Woodin said his department has 
13 more requests for teachers than 
can be filled now. There are pos­ 
sible openings in another 20 schools 
that want to start vocational agri­ 
culture departments. Other agricul­ 
tural fields and industry will add 
to the needs. 
In 1949 50, the departm ent 
had 
252 students as majors. There were 
231 majors in agricultural educa­ 
tion in 1950-51 and there are 180 at 
present. 
“ Next year, there probably will 
be even fewer,” Woodin said.
